The US Embassy in Ankara regards the Turkish 
naval moves as contingency measures, however, 
and sees no evidence of any unusual mi litary build-up 
or undue pressure on the government./ 1

fin the past month Prime Minister Smith has been 
making increasingly tough statements. He told 
Parliament last week that independence was "imminent" 
and that "nothing will stop us. " However, he probably 
would prefer to continue negotiations with the UK. 

The Rhodesian Front congress in August endorsed 
this relatively cautious policy, and the US Consulate 

believes that Smith can hold off rising right -wing 

ressure at least until the end of the year . 1 
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Indonesia: The Indonesian Government may soon 
take new action against the three large Western oil 
companies. Negotiations for government purchase of 
company refineries were interrupted in mid- August, 
and there is now strong indication that, when resumed, 
the talks will cover Indonesian takeover of producing 
assets as well. Although the government has con- 
sistently treated the oil companies better than other 
foreign interests, company officials see small 

possibility of cash compen sation and believe they
